nervous strain to which they had been
subjected had almost driven them mad
The tourist must have taken a con¬

supply of provisions with
them when they went Into the caverover a week ago as they sti had
according to the diver a bread
and cheese left and they had some
candles burning-

The Imprisoned tourists informed
the driver that they had passed 1
through a period of most awful
anxiety and terror They had been
able to hear the attempts to rescue 1

them but the work seemed to pro ¬
gress so slowly that they had almost
abandoned hope The noise made by
the explosion of the dynamite cheered
up the imprisoned people though they
were in dread of being burled beneath
the falling rock Late in the after-
noon the rescue was completed Six
of the tourists were able to emerge J
from the cave unaided but the seventh
was so exhausted that he required as-
